Risk Russia Faced. 


This was the risk which the 
Soviet Union faced and accepted 
when it imposed its blockade. 
That the risk did not become 
reality is no fault of the Kremlin, 
but is rather due to the astonish- 
ing results produced by the 
United States Air Force and the 
Royal Air Force in supplying Ber- 
lin by air. The Russians did not 
think we could do this. 

Our own air staff did not think 
we could; I remember a very 
careful briefing which I was given 
on the subject by officers of the 
Department of the Air Force 
which was decidedly pessimistic 
in tone. The Russians thought, 
it is virtually certain, that we 
could try to supply Berlin by air, 
that we would fail, and that then 
we would have to start a ground 
battle in an attempt to ram an 
escorted convoy through. 

This probably would have meant 
war. But rather than give up 
their attempt to oust us from Ber- 
lin, rather than alter the course 
of their policy which calls for a 
Russian-dominated Germany, the 
Soviet leaders were prepared to 
accept this risk and accept the

The House of Representatives 
FIRST DISTRICT. | 

We favor the re-election of Lawrence K. Rods, 
Republican, from this district. Roos is as able 
a young man as St. Louis has sent to Jefferson 
City in years. He has shown his independence 
in various matters, such as his break with the 
G.O.P. leadership when it refused to provide 
adequate relief allowances for unemployables. 
He supported the King-Thompson Act to pre- 
vent public utility strikes and voted for the 
low-rent public housing bill. He worked par- 
ticularly hard for sound small-loan legislation 
and has formed a state-wide committee to 
promote this cause. Mr. Roos easily outranks his 
opponent. John C. R. Mahoney. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

Representative Fred R. Columbo, Democrat, 
has earned re-election from this district. Co- 
lumbo opposed the transfer of City Sanitarium 
to the state for fear that it would depress 
salaries, and he opposed the King-Thompson 
Act. However, he opposed the loan lobby and 
supported a minimum-wage law and higher re- 
lief appropriations. His constructive interest 
in education is shown by his bill to put the 
selection of St. Louis School Board members 
on a nonpartisan basis. His opponent, Frank 
Bild, has a fair program but his quality and 
effectiveness as a legislator are unknown. 

4 THIRD DISTRICT. 

Here we would beg to be excused from sug- 
gesting a choice. Representative William Sie- 
fert, the Republican incumbent, has an undis- 
tinguished, passive record, which includes votes 
against ‘the King-Thompson Act and for the 
small-loan bill which Gov. Donnelly vetoed. 
Mr. Siefert’s Democratic opponent, Reginald 
R. Wood, believes in fiscal magic in the form 
of a state bonus for soldiers without state taxes 
to pay for it. He also favors so-called fair trade 
legislation, and would repeal the King-Thompson 


Act. 

The choice here is between Oscar W. Soutiea, 
Republican, a tavern proprietor, who speaks in 
As. u, and buts” and promises little con- 
tribution to the Legislature beyond his presence, 
and his Democratic opponent, William L. Rose, 
business representative of a local of the Meat- 
cutters Union. Mr. Rose has a better grasp of 
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Walsh although he tends toward reaction. 


THIRTEENTH DISTRICT. 


Representative Bruno Sendlein, Republican, 


did good work on the children’s code and on 
bills for rural school consolidation, as well as 
for local legislation needed by St. Louis, al- 
though he was cool to the move for a law to 
take the School Board election out-of politics. 
Mr. Sendlein has an edge over his Democratic 
opponent, John P. OReilly. 
FOURTEENTH DISTRICT. 

Representative Edwin A. Smith, Republican, 
is one of the better men in the St. Louis dele- 
gation, although at times too: inclined to play 


party politics. He was absent because of illness 


during much of the last session but expects 
to attend regularly at the next session. There 
is mo reason to exchange him for Donald L. 
Carpenter, the Democratic nominee, whose views 
seem largely unformed. 

FIFTEENTH DISTRICT. 

Representative John Griffin, Democrat, has 
one of the worst attendance records in the whole 
delegation and his voting record, when he was 
present, is undistinguished. His Republican op- 
ponent, Joseph P. Murphy. is an unknown 
quantity. This district seems to be another 
one where the voters must take pot luck. 

SIXTEENTH DISTRICT. 

The Republican nominee, C. Bert Robinson, 
offers the better promise in this race. He is 
especially interested in child welfare legislation. 
He strongly supports the King-Thompson Act 
and is for a state minimum wage law. Joseph 
P. Kiely, the Democratic nominee, served in the 
1945-46 session without distinction. 

SEVENTEENTH DISTRICT. 

In this district, where the Negro vote con- 
trols, the Republican nominee is Thomas P. 
Clarke, lawyer. The Democratic nominee is 
John W. Green, formerly a professional ball 
player in the Mexican League. Clarke opposes 
segregation by residential districts in the public 
schools and is against the slum clearance bond 
issue because an anti-segregation provision has 
not been adopted. 

EIGHTEENTH DISTRICT. 

Representative Robert H. Eaves, the Republi- 
can incumbent, should be retired in favor of 
Mrs. Jennie Spindler Walsh, Democrat.Eaves gets 
along too well with the loan lobby. He is tol- 
erant of laxness in the old-age pension system. 
Mrs. Walsh, in a previous term in the Legisla- 
ture, favored practical welfare measures like 
reasonable interest rates on small loans, ade- 
quate provision for relief to unemplayables and 
the regulation of working hours of women in 
industry. She offers the only chance for a woman 
in the St. ‘Louis delegation and she would add 
to its level of competence. 

The Senate 

State Senators are elected for four-year terms, 
and four of the seven St. Louis districts will 
choose Senators next Tuesday. 

FIRST DISTRICT. : 

The Republican incumbent, George P. Utter, 
a farmer member of the St. Louis Board of 
Election Commissioners, did not distinguish him- 
self at the recent sessions. He opposed the King 
Thompson and Madison bills and voted to submit 
the soldier bonus amendment with its proposed 
hike in the sales tax. He supported local legis- 
lation sought by the Kaufmann administration. 
Utter is opposed by Robert Pentland, Democrat, a 


newcomer to politics. Pentland is a former 


coal miner and served with the Marines in the 
Pacific during the war. He has strong sym- 
pathies for organized labor and articulates his 
views cogently and with force. He would do 
more, we think, to raise the level of Senate de- 
bate than his opponent. 
THIRD DISTRICT...

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (UP)— 
Jim Peterson, Hanover College's 
pass-throwing quarterback, today 
Monopolized small college foot- 
ball’s individual honors for the 
second straight week. 

Peterson never carries the ball, 


but his deadly throwing from the 
Indiana school’s T-formation set- 
up, made him top man among the 
nation’s “little” colleges in both 
passing and total offense. He led 
in both departments with 952 yards 
gained on 49 completions in 79 at- 
tempts. 

Jack Salscheider of St. Thomas 
(Minn.) Collége leap-frogged two 
other Hoosier backs, Jim Macholtz 
of Anderson and Hank Treesh of 
Hanover, to take second place in 
total offense with 861 yards. 

The Peterson-Treesh aeriai- 
ground punch made Hanover the 
top small college in both total of- 
fense and rushing. 

Hanover has amassed a total of 
2896 yards in five games for an 
average of 579.2 yards a contest. 
The potent Hanover ground at- 
tack, just as damaging, if not as 

, as the team’s passing 
plays, gobbled up 1855 of the total 
offense yardage, an average run- 
ning gain of 371 yards a game. 

Despite Peterson's passing prow- 
ess, national collegiate athletic bu- 
reau statistics showed Swarthmore 
college leading the small schools 
in forward passing. The Swarth- 
more (Pa.) team gained 629 yards 
through the air on 38 completions 
out of 67 heaves, an average of 
209.7 a game. Hanover’s 1041 yards 
on 57 completions in 96 attempts 
was good for the runner-up spot 
with a 208.2-yard average.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)— 
The vast job of disposing of Amer- 
fca’s World War II surplus. over- 
seas is about done. 

The administration told Congress 
today that more than 98 per cent 
of the planes, trucks, clothing and 
other material left in the war the- 
aters was either sold or price- 
tagged for buyers. 

The report of the Foreign Liqui- 
dation Commission, submitted by 
Robert A. Lovett, Under Secretary 
of State, said that: 

Property that cost $10,261,979,000 
has been sold for $1,994,759,000. 
This figures out about 19 cents on 
the dollar, little changed from the 
rate all along. Payment is largely 
on the installment plan. 

What is left is carried on the 
books at a value of $178,000,000. 
Included are 1200 motor trucks in 
“poor condition” in Austria, a 
barge in the Azores, office equip- 
ment in Egypt and ships in the 
Philippines. Much will have to be 
written off or sold as scrap. 

In most countries Oct. 31 is the 
final date for declaring surplus 
any remaining equipment. By next 
June 30 it is planned to close the 
liquidation office entirely. Left- 
overs will be handled by perma- 
nent government agencies. 


The report said much scrap and 
scarce machinery had been shipped 
back to the United States.

The letter was sent to a husky, 
blunt-featured Houston, Tex., oil- 
man named Hugh Roy Cullen. 

Cullen, who hands out vast sums 
almost as readily as old John D. 
Rockefeller used to pass out 
dimes, has given away $165,000,000, 
according to his secretary. 

Actually, he has probably en- 
dowed hospitals, schools and char- 
itable organizations with twice 
this amount. Of late, it is be- 
lieved that he has been making 
many of his benefactions “on the 
sly,” to spare his secretarial force 
which has been flooded with 
200,000 mailed request for money. 

The University of Houston and 
the Texas Medical Center have 
been the chief beneficiaries from 
Cullen’s checkbook. 

A waggish friend of Cullen's, 
who with others believes the 
Houston oilman is the wealthiest 
man in the United States, has sug- 
gested that he is only tithing 
when he makes his huge gifts. 

Cullen has been a regular con- 
tributor to charities ever since he 
was a poor boy in San Antonio. 
When he moved to Houston in 
1911 he was a small but regular 
contributor to the Salvation Army. 

He was born July 3. 1881, in San 
Antonio. He was the son of na- 
tive Texans, Cicaro Cullen and 
Louisa Beck Cullen. 

He went to the public schools 
of San Antonio for only three 
years. And then he had to go to 
work. For a man who never got 

past the fourth grade, Cullen 


probably has a record number of

college degrees. In 1936 the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh presented 
him with an honorary doctor of 
science for achievement in drill- 
ing through heaving shale at 
Humble, Tex. This was the first 
of many honorary degrees. 
Cullen entered the oil business 
in 1917 when he pioneered in the 


* 


drilling of three West Texas wells. 
He got three dry holes. He tried 
again at Pierce Junction, Tex., in 
1921. And he got a gusher. 

He lost again at Damon Mound, 
Tex., where, as he says, “he spent 
several years and plenty of money 
and got only a lot of experience 
at it.”
